WHY NOT A PREMIUM ON ADVANCE SEATS? - “There is no such thing as an over-production of plays. There 


Much of the criticism and abuse handed to theatrical managers by press 
and public on account of prevailing methods of selling theater seats could be 
obviated by the exercise of a little tact and diplomacy. 

Wide-spread dissatisfaction exists, There is no doubf of this. It is up 
to the theater managers to take cognizance of it. It is meet and proper that 
they should. The public expects them to and should not longer be ignored. 

Fortunately a way is at hand. This way, which is The Billboard’s idea, 
promises to be satisfactory to the public, and should also prove so to the man- 
agers. 

The proposition is simply to place a graded premium on advance sales, as 
follows, viz.: 

$2.00 seats, sold one day in advance, $2.10 each. 
$2.00 seats, sold two days in advance, $2.20 each. 
$2.00 seats, sold three days in advance, $2.30 each. 
$2.00 seats, sold four days in advance, $2.40 each. 
$2.00 seats, sold-five days in advance, $2.50 each. 
$2.00 seats, sold six days in advance, $2.60 each. 
$2.00 seats, sold seven days in advance, $2.70 each. 
$2.00 seats, sold eight days in advance, $2.80 each. 
$2.00 seats, sold nine days in advance, $2.90 each. 
$2.00 seats, sold ten days in advance, $3.00 each. 

Sell no tickets at all further ahead than ten days at any price, make a 
charge of ten cents and the additional premium for exchanges, compel the 
— stands to observe the prices, abolish sidewalk speculators, and it will 
work. 

If the “last-minute” theatergoers understand and know that the choice 
seats are sold at a stiff premium, which goes to the house, and that purchasers 
of choice seats have paid from five to fifty per cent more for their choice, and 
= yas are not mulcted at the door by speculators, there will not be a cheep out 
of them. 

A flat rate premium has already bren tried out in Berlin, and even the 
close-fisted citizens of the German capital have taken to it with enthusiasm. 


IS OVER-PRODUCTION RESPONSIBLE FOR POOR BUSINESS? 
pe Joseph Prooks, discussing the present status of theatricals in America, 

“I find a condition thruout the eastern section of the United 
States that is very critical. There is an over-production in the 
amusement business, too many plays and too many theaters. There 
are not enuf persons in either the large or the small cities to sup- 
port the numerous, I might say multitudinous, attractions. Some of 
the large attractions and the well-known stars, who, fortunately, are 
equipt with good plays, are drawing large audiences, of course. 
Four or five years ago it was the rule that fairly good plays also 
shared in this prosperity, but such is not the case this season. I lay 
ft all to over-production. 

“In Chicago, five years ago, there were only four first-class thea- 
ters, now there are more than a dozen, and besides suffering from 
keen competition, the theaters are competing with as many as three 
thousand motion picture houses in the city. Here, at moderate prices, 
the ordinary desire for amusement may be satisfied, and when persons 
want the higher-priced entertainment they carefully select their play. 
Some idea of conditions in Chicago may be gained when I say that 
@ muscal play, which ran a whole season in New York, and once 
before three weeks in Chicago, re-opened there for a short engage- 
ment recently, but did practically no business, altho the entertainment 
was just as good as when given on Broadway. 

“It is hard to say when conditions will be brighter. 
tion eventually will come, of course. Meanwhile, it is a struggle for 
the survival of the fittest. I shouid term theatrical conditions of 
today as a ‘maelstrom of uncertainty.’ ” 


An equaliza- 


Countering the statement made by Mr. Brooks, Charles Frohman does not 
believe that there can possibly be an over-production of meritorious plays. 
When interviewed on the subject, he sald: 


is a relentless law that takes care of bad plays; they quickly go to 
the wall. That is the law of supply and demand. The only thing 
to be feared is an over-production of bad plays; but to complain 
about the over-production of plays in general is like complaining 
about the over-supply of good things in life; we can never have too 
great a production of anything that makes life more livable.” 


THE SIGNIFICANT PLAY, 


What is a significant play? 

A few years ago it would have been possible to describe it as a play 
which all the critics and most of the public united in regarding as insignificant. 
But this is no longer the fact. ; 

On our existing stage the significant now struggles with the insignificant. 
Both are criticised, both can fill a theater; not merely have the first dropping 
shots been fired in the battle for the mastery of the stage, but the two armies 
are joined in full engagement. , 

What shall the theater be for? 

“For life and its realities, as reflected in the receptiv mirror of the 
artist’s mind,” says one school. 

“For pleasure and its artificialities,” cries the other. 

To aid the one, the thinkers of our time are gathered together—Tolstol, 
Ibsen, Strindberg, Brieux, Shaw—irresistibly attracted to the dramatic method 
and its possibilities. Few in number, their weight and attraction are over- 
whelming. 

To the other side flock the battalions of imitators and entrepreeneurs, a 
train of literary cooks and caterers, vast as the array of sutlers that followed 
the army of an Oriental king. 

Which will win? 

One observes an increasing number of defections from the host of the 
entertainers. Some, in order to hold their own flag aloft, emblazon on it the 
device and coloring of the hostile banners. Others keep an agile and wary 
foot in both camps. 

But all the territory that has been definitely captured is won for the 
realists.—H. W. Massingham, in the London Nation. 


HOW TO HANDLE LATE-COMERS. 


It is high time that theater managers took the habitual late-comer in hand 
and cuffed him on the ear. It has to be done regularly now and then, or the 
nuisance becomes insufferable. 

The time is at hand. 

The slow set is hurting business right now. He is a pest. He keepa 
many people from attending the theater. 

Bars across the aisles the moment the curtain goes up, and compelling 
them to stand until it descends never fails. It is safe, sane, salutary and soul- 
fully satisfactory. 

Nine-tenths of your audience is always on time. That means that drastic 
and summary action directed against the “‘sorry’”’ squad is always approved by 
ninety per cent of the audience. 

The following clause printed on the tickets will take care of the tardy 
bluffers, who demand their seats immediately, or their money back, viz.: 

“The purchaser of this ticket agrees, in consideration of the benefits thata 
strict and impartial enforcement of the rule will confer on him or her and other 
members of the audience, to be in his or her seat prior to 8:15 P. M. evenings, 
or 2:15 P. M. matinees, or failing, to await quietly the next curtain in the foyer 
or lobby.” 

Anything that will improve business is worth careful consideration, for 
business will stand a deal of improvement, and nowhere more than in New 
York. 

A firm stand against the tardy tribe will improve it. Furthermore, it will 
gain for managers not only the appreciation of the great majority of their 
patrons, but will secure them the respect of the belated bunch. 

The issuance of this rule is one of the best bets on the card today.

—Tbe announcement of Philip I. McCook, re- 
celver in the matter of Rotschild Company, W 
and 25-cent department stores’ bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings, that the assets, consisting of fixtures 
and etock, will be sold at auction, Monday, De- 
cember 2, at Mount Vernon, New York, Is 
onusval interest to New York music publishers, 
For the Rethschild stores have been recognized 
as an important factor in the distribution of 
sheet music.

~ SPOKES IN THE WHEELS 


In a reeent issue of The Billboard we made 
mention, in this column, of the original news 
sheet program which is being published by M. 
Y. Middleton, manager of the Garden (Eastern 
Wheel) Theater at Buffalo, Every week the 
little herald gives us something new and there 
are generally some very “‘live’’ and pithy art 
icles of interest to the readers, which are com 
posed mainly of the Garden's innumerable pa- 
trons. In the last issue of The Garden, for 
such is the title of the breezy little sheet, we 
read the following interesting item: ‘*The thea- 
ter, and doings of the theatrical world, appeals 
to fully nine-tenthg of the people in any city. 
Laseball, prize fights, ete.. interest not over 
one-third of the number who follow theatricals. 
Yet, the daily and Sunday newspapers all over 
the country devote a full page and often more, 
to sports. I have searched the pages of news 
papers year after year and am unable to find a 


solitary paid advertisement for any of th 
sports, while all theaters advertise both daily 
and Sunday, in addition to which they pa) 


double in free tickets of admission. 

“Sporting editors are the promoters of the 
fights, which are run in competition to the thea 
ter, or paying advertisers. The sporting event 
bas unlimited space, both in sporting and news 
columns, while the combined theaters have a 
measly few inches. ‘Who's Who,’ and ‘What's 
What’ in the theater world, as well as the 
present and coming attractions at the local 
theaters is news, and has an acknowledged news 
valne to any live fournal. 

‘“"This fact is conceded by all up-to-date news 
paper men. Sporting news also bas a nbews 
value, but three times as many people are in 
terested in theaters as there are in sports, there- 
fore why do the sporting events get the most 
publicity? 

“A newspaper is distinctly a commercial propo 
sition. It prints news that will Interest its 
readers, to induce purchasers, to increase its 
circulation and to encourage advertisers to use 
its columns. News column space should by 
dealt out in reading notices according to th: 
amount of paid advertising credited, and accord 
Ing to the number of readers interested in that 
particular class of news.’’

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INDEPENDENTS WIN GREAT VICTORY 


Decision of U.S. Judge Shepard, of Court of Appeals, Renders Edison Patent on Perforated Film 
Invalid—Suit Brought Against Chicago Film Exchange Was Won By Edison 
In All the Lower Courts 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 2 (Special 
to The Billboard).—The matter of 
patents regarding perforated film, 
which has been the bone of contention 
between the Edison Company and the 
independent factions of the moving 
picture industry, was finally settled 
Monday morning, December 2, 11 
o'clock, when Judge Shepard of the 
Court of Appeals, District of Colum- 
bia, declared the patents claimed by 


Edison to be invalid. This gives the 
independents a sweeping victory over 
the Patents Company, as the matter 
has been fought out in all the lower 
courts. and in each case the Edison 
Company won the suit. Had the 
Court of Appeals decided in favor of 
the Edison Company against the Chi- 
cago Film Exchange at the trial which 
culminated this morning it would 
have meant that all of the indepen- 


dents would have been forced out of 
business. This suit was instigated by 
Edison against the Chicago Film Ex- 
change, during the regime of 
the Sales Company, and the inde- 
pendents got together and agreed to 
fight this suit. Even after the Sales 
Company was dissolved andthe Uni- 
versal Manufacturing Company and 
Film Supply Company were formed, an 
agreement was made to still club to- 


gether and fight the case. The de- 
cision rendered by Judge Shepard, de- 
clares Edison's re-issue patent 12192, 
invalid, and the Independents have 
scored a victory which will have a 
great bearing on the future history 
of moving picture manufacturing in 
America. The independents were 
represented at Washington by Kenyon 
and Kenyon, who have offices at 39 
Wall Street, New York City.

We give a few 
simple rules of advice to aspiring amateurs 
DON’T write a song until you are assured 
that you possess the necessary qualifications-
